When walking alone, be 
aware of activity around 
oneself. Watch for persons 
who:might cross the street 
and come up behind you or 
for slowly moving vehicles 
that may have made one or 
two ee The purse 
snatcher depends on sur- 
prise, snatching a purse 
while on the run, jumping 
into. a slowly moving or 
waiting car. 

“If one becomes alarmed 
or suspicious of a possible 
purse snatcher, Chief Sim- 
mons suggests the use of 
tasive action such as step- 
ping behind a pole, or turn- 
Ing into the nearest walk- 
Way as though it were the 
destination. If there is any 
doubt, he requests persons 
loknock on any door and ask 
that the Albany Police de- 
partment be called.

Albany 
receives 
$32,246 


ALBANY — Albany has 
received its November ap- 
ortionment of state col- 
ected taxes, according to a 
release from Ken Cory, 
state controller. A total of 
$32,246 was received by the 


city. 

- As usual, the ‘‘in-lieu’’ 
motor vehicle license fees 
led the income figures with 
$14,833 being the share of the 
Alameda County total of 
$833,911 coming to the city. 
The money is the county and 


city share of licenses fees. 


and other revenue deposited 
in the Motor Vehicle license 
fee account during the 
month of October. 

The state.excise tax of $2 
per $100 of market value 
takes the place of local 
property tax on motor vehi- 
cles of all kinds, it was said. 

The “‘gasoline tax,”’ cal- 
led the highway users taxes, 
brought in another $12,444 
for Albany and a total of 
$715,603 for Alameda 
County. The total was less 
than the preceeding month 
and overall statewide, the 
highway users taxes drop- 
ped $3,559,108 fromi last 
year, paeor dine, to Cory’s 
release. Both the gasoline 
and the diesel tax were 
down in 1978 as against the 
same period of 1977. 

The final allotment was a 
total of $4,969 as Albany’s 
share of the $7,569,385 col- 
lected statewide for the 
cigarette tax. Alameda 
County received $45,837 


‘from the sale of cigarettes in 


the unincorporated areas, 
the release said; and the 
sums represent 30 percent 
of the revenue deposited in 
the Cigarette Tax Fund dur- 


* ing the month of October, 


less the state's administra- 
tive costs of $30,522. 


Sales tax 
money to 
Albany 


ALBANY — Albany re- 
ceived $50,000 even as its 
share of sales tax collected 
by the State of California. 

The November allocation 
represents the one percent 
local sales and use tax, ac- 
cording to William M. Ben- 
nett, member of the State 
Board of Equalization, the 
collecting body for the tax. 

Alameda County received 
$712,500 as its share of the 
one percent tax. In addition, 
the county received 


$1,470,000 from the quarter’ 


of one percent local trans- 
portation fund tax. 

BART received $4.76 mill- 
ion and Santa Clara Count, 
Transit District, $3.15 mill- 
ion from the additional 
one-half of one percent sales 
tax collected in the two 
counties. BART counties in- 
clude Alameda, Contra 
Costa and San Francisco 
counties. ~ ;

ALBANY — An immuni- 
zation clinic, for Albany 
school children only, is to be 
held:today (Wednesday, 
November 29) from 2 to 4 
p.m. at the Albany Com- 
munity Center, according to 
the Alameda County Health 
department. 

In compliance with new 
state legislation requiring 
all students to bring im- 
munizations up to required 
levels as protection against 
the seven communicable 
diseases, diptheria, whop- 
ping cough, polio, measles, 
mumps and rubella. In addi- 
tion, tetanus shots will be 
administered, it was an- 
nounced. 

For some time, Albany 
school nurses have been 
checking the records of all 
children enrolled in the 
schools here to ascertain 
whether or not they have 
had the necessary shots 
against the diseases. Those 
students: whose records are 
found to be incomplete have 
been notified by mail, or will 
be in the near future. They 
must receive the immuniza- 


tions that are missing from ~ 


their records, according to 
State law, it was said. 

Children under 13 years of 
age must be accompanied to 
the free clinic today by a pa- 
rent while children 13 years 
of age or older may report 
alone if they present a spe- 
cial form signed by the pa- 
rent. The forms are availa- 
ble at the schools. Those at- 
tending the clinic also 
should bring the letter they 
received from their school 
indicating immunizations 
needed 


There is no charge of any 
kind for the immunizations 
at the Community Center, it 
was said. The Center is lo- 
cated at the corner of 
Jackson and Monroe in Uni- 
versity Village.

' City to fight 
centralization feted on take $118 from — 


ALBANY — The Albany 
City Council went on record 
Monday night against the 
consolidation of the 
Berkeley/Albany Judicial 
district. 

After hearing the report of 
James Simmons, Albany’s 
Chief of Police, that the 
proposed consolidation 
would cause an undue hard- 
ship on the local force in 


transporting prisoners to a ~ 


central jail and to a central 
court in Oakland, the Coun- 
cil agreed to join other 
jurisdictions in appealing to 
the Alameda County Board 
of Supervisors for a three 
year moratorium for study 
of the proposal. 

The position of the Albany 
police, according to Chief 
Simmons, is that the resul- 
tant extra paper work and 
extra duties necessary to 
comply with the. proposed 
changes would delete his 
staff seriously, at all times of 
the day and night, resulting 
in a loss of at least a 25 per- . 
cent efficiency and work 
force. Chief Simmons said 
taking 25 percent of his crew 
from any of the shifts would 
result in diminished public 
safety and would be a bur- 
den on the citizens of Al- 
bany. 

ief Simmons cited the 
extra cost of transportin 
prisoners to a central jai 
and the cost for officers in 
traveling to the proposed 
central ¢ourt and jail facil- 
ity. He asked where the 
money for the extra expense 
would come from and who 
could foot the bill. 

He said the proposed cen- 
tralization would increase 
daily reports in his depart- 
ment 85 percent and in- 
crease the workload for 


criminal reports ‘78.6. per- 


cent. He also said the cost of 
prisoner transportation, 
under the centralization 
plan, would increase 62.8 
percent while the efficiency 
of the Albany Police de- 
partment, because of the 
use of on duty officers, 
would decrease a corres- 
ponding 25 percent, plus the 
extra cost of transportation 
facilities. ” ‘ 

He said the increase in 
travel from the present 
Berkeley/Albany court is 
five miles and that could 
mean an increase in time 
and money for both the city 
and the men necessary to 


- fullfill the needs for the cen- 


tralized jail and court. 

The centralization of the 
courts and jail would seri- 
ously affect the local control 
of crime, he believes, as it 
will negate the local aspect 
of crime punishment and 
suppression.

Council 
to warn 
stores 


ALBANY — The city 
council has decided to begin 
enforcing its sign ordi- 
nance, but businesses will 
still have about eight years 
to comply with the law. 

The council voted unani- 
mously Monday night to 
begin informing merchants 
about the requirements of 
the law that was passed last 
year and revised in July of 
this year. 

Public Works Director 
Robert Guletz said approx- 
imately 125 of the city’s 325 
commercial signs would be 
considered non-conforming, 
but the actual compliance 
date is Jan. 3, 1987. 

If astore is sold, however, 
the new owner must make 
whatever changes are re- 
quired. 

The ordinance allows for 
no more than four perma- 
nent signs on an establish- 
ment, with the total square 
footage based on the amount 
of building frontage. The 
ordinance prohibits ani- 
mated, dilapidated or aban- 
doned signs. Portable signs, 
with the exception of real es- 
tate and garage sale signs, 
are also prohibited, and 
temporary signs cannot 


cover more than half of a c 


store’s window space. 
The requirements differ 
for the main commercial 
areas of Solano and San 
Pablo Avenues. Roof signs 
and larger overall signs are 
allowed on San Pablo Av- 
enue.

air of purse snatchers last 

Jednesday, according to 
the Albany Police Depart-, 
ment reports. 

All three snatchings took 
place within minutes, and 
all in the same general area, 
it was reported. The pair 
took a total of $118 in the 
three incidents, plus miscel- 
laneous credit cards. 

One woman, Margaret 
Traynor, 78, 937 Talbot Av- 
enue, was knocked to the 
ground when the snatcher 
ran up behind her, grabbed 
her purse, knocking her to 
the ground. She suffered in- _ 
juries to the left hip and 
shoulder and was taken by 
Albany ambulance to Her- 
rick Memorial Hospital in 
Berkeley for treatment. 
Mrs. Traynor had her purse 
grabbed at Solano and Key 
Route, with the man, whom 
she described as a black 
male about 30, five foot, 
eight inches tall, weighing 
175 pounds with black hair, 
mustache and porkchop 
whiskers. He is said to have ~ 
escaped in an old au- 
tomobile driven by another 
man. Mrs. Traynor’s loss 
was $60 plus her credit 
cards. 

The other two victims 
were Mary A. Kolb, 72, 830 
Key Route, who lost her 
purse containing $35 at 
Washington and Key Route 
to the same man, she be- 
lieved. She said the car 
stopped at the curb, the man 
got out, grabbed her purse 
and the pair took off in the

SAN JOSE — The Califor- 


nia Department of Fish and 
Game last week transferred 
25 tule elk from Owens Val- 
ley to Mount Hamilton in 
Santa Clara County as part 
of a continuing program to 
rebuild a population of the 
animals in various locations 
inthe state. Sixteen elk were 
laced on Mount Hamilton 
ast year. 

Originally abundant 
throughout much of Califor- 
nia, tule elk were nearly 
wiped out in the early days 
of the settlement of Califor- 
nia. Market hunters killed 
them by tens of thousands 


during the gold rush; then 4 


farmers and ranchers al- 
most completed their ex- 
tinction to prevent elk de- 
predation on crops and 
rangeland. After elk num- 
bers were reduced to only a 
handful Henry Miller, a 
large landowner in the San 
Joaquin Valley, ordered 
that they be protected on his 
land. As a result, the elk 
herd there increased to 
about 400 by 1914. 

The elk soon grew too 
numerous on Miller’s land, 
and some of them were re- 
moved to other locations. 
They survived and in- 
creased in three of these lo- 
cations: The Kern County 
Tule Elk Refuge near Tup- 
man, the Cache Creek area 
in Lake and Colusa County, 
and the Owens Valley in 
Inyo County. In recent 
years, the Owens Valley and 
Tupman herds have been 
overpopulating their range. 
So during the past two years 
the Department of Fish and 
Game has been capturing 
numbers of the elk and 
picts orate ts them to suit- 
able habitat elsewhere in 
the state. New herds have 
been established on Mount 
Hamilton, in the Mendocino 
National Forest north of

UC scientists at Riverside 
came.to similar conclusions 
about the role of ni fai 
by studying nitrogen losses 
during manure disposal and 
hitrogen levels in farmland 
drainage. The UC Davis ex- 
periments also pinpoint cer- 
tain crucial effects of fertili- 
zation rates on pollution po- 
tential: 

—As more nitrogen is 
applied, the payoff from fer- 
tilization becomes much 
smaller. Gains in yield are 
high as the worst of a plant 
nutrient deficiency is cor- 
rected. Additional nitrogen 
may boost yields a little 
more, but there will be 
much less gain per addi- 
tional pound of fertilizer. 

—The greatest losses of 
nitrogen, by far, take place 
when more fertilizer is put 
on than the plants can use. 

At UC’s Kearney test 
plots, soil scientists Francis 
Broadbent and Alan Carlton 
used five rates of fertilizer 
on corn; one rate was 
somewhat less than the 
plants needed, another was 
at or slightly above the 
amount they could use, and 
the others were clearly in 
excess. The results were 
spectacular. At the lowest 
rate of fertilization, a single 
kilogram of nitrogen pro- 
duced 55 kilograms of extra 
grain compared with the 
yield on the unfertilized 
plots. Only 18 percent of that 
fertilizer escaped into the 
surrounding soil, water and 
air. At the next higher rate, 
one kilogram of nitrogen 
produced only 17 additional 
kilograms of grain, and 45 

ercent of the fertilizer was 
ost. At the excessive rates, 
yield actually went down, 
and as much as 71 percent of 
the nitrogen moved into the 
environment. 

The experiments at Davis 
also point to the important 
role of nitrogen. At fertilizer 
rates up to those required 
for near-maximum yield, 
relatively little nitrogen 
was left in the root zone, re- 
gardless of the amount of 
water used. When excess 
fertilizer was applied, nit- 
rogen. accumulated in the 
root zone —as long as irriga- 
tion was normalLor less. But 
when excess fertilizer was 
combined with over- 
irrigation, the nitrogen was 
washed below the roots. 
“And that is what increses 
the danger of nitrate pollu- 
tion of groundwater,”’ 
Broadbent explains.

They are the bachelor and 
master degrees in public 
administration, the master 
of science in environmental 
planning and management, 
and the master of arts in 
human relations and or- 
ganizational development. 
Cliff Hughes, director, 
USF conferences, said that 
the increased conference 
space added to the Univer- 
sity by the Lone Mountain 
acquisition will free more 
classroom space and allow 
for more convenient and un- 
iform scheduling of classes.

Prop. 13 hits 
low income on 
health care 


BERKELEY — Proposi- 
tion 13 is threatening to de- 
stroy the most effective 
health care services for 
low-income groups and 
minorities, according to a 
public health specialist. 

“The measure is likely to 
take money away from in- 
novative community prog- 
rams to save county prog- 
rams that are already inef- 
fective and uneconomical,” 
said David E. Hayes- 
Bautista, assistant profes- 
sor in the School of Public 
Health at the University of 
California, Berkeley. 

He outlined the dilemma 
facing community clinics at 
a weekend program on 
‘Proposition 13 and Health 
Care” held in San Francisco 
earlier this month. 

“T basically see Proposi- 
tion 13 as a mitigated disas- 
ter. It only has afew positive 
results,” he said in an inter- 
view before the program. 
“Tt has been assumed that 
cutbacks in county health 
services would have a de- 
leterious effect on 
minorities. That is a highly 
questionable assumption, 
however,. because I’m not 
sure that the county has had 
an effect on minority health 
services,”’ he said. 

In contrast, Hayés- 
Bautista said his studies 
show that community 
clinics have been highly ef- 
fective. He said that prog- 
rams in Alameda County 
have provided a striking 
case study. 

For example, he noted 
that the East Oakland core 
area was found to have the 
second highest infant mor- 
tality rate in the country. A 
community program in the 
same area works primarily 
with high-risk Chicano 
maternity patients. ‘‘Out of 
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200 births this year, there 
has not been a single infant 
mortality case’’ experi- 
enced by this clinic, he said. 

Hayes-Bautista’s studies 
also found that community 
health groups can treat a 
atient at one-third to one- 


alf the cost of county prog- _ 
alth 


rams. The Berkeley he. 
scholar reported that com- 
munity clinies in northern 
Alameda County were 
reaching six percent of the 
population — but this group 
represented 20 percent of 
the low-income population 
and 39 percent of the 
below-poverty population. 
“These groups are usu- 
ally the hardest to reach,” 
he said. ‘Now Proposition 
13 has started to quench 
these programs just as we 
are finding out that they are 
doing an excellent job of 
reaching minority groups.”’ 
These health services are 
suffering, he said, because 
people who were concen- 
trating on delivering care 
before Proposition 13 are 
now spending their time 
looking for fumding support.

The lady — 87 years old, five feet in her heels, 
wearing a cascaded platinum wig and swathed in 
jewel-trimmed white satin and fur — was Mae West. 

Making a rare trip beyond the tinsel curtain of 
her Hollywood home, West had arrived for the San 
Francisco premiere of ‘‘Sextette,”’ the beleaguered 
film version of her 1927 play of the same name. 

The film had played two disastrous days in Los 
Angeles earlier this year, was withdrawn from re- 
lease and re-edited, and now, it was hoped, would be 
salvaged by the city whose many gay fans and film 
buffs regard West as the High Priestess of Camp. 

The Warfield premiere was a sellout two weeks 
in advance. San Francisco society, headed by Mrs. 
Melvin Belli — who gave a party for charity 
backstage after the film — swarmed to the event like 
moths to a glittering flame, joining the fans in salut- 
ing the movie goddess who became a legend with 
just 10 films to her name in the ’30s. 

West surprised the crowd by appearing onstage, 
something she refused to do at the Los Angeles pre- 
miere of ‘‘Sextette’’ or the New York premiere of 
“Myra Breckenridge”’ in 1970, flanked by a dozen 
pumped-up musclemen. 

Sashaying somewhat feebly up to the mic- 
rophone, appearing tiny and frightened by the huge, 
sustained ovation, La West purred, ‘‘So glad you 
could make it to my lateest course in adult educa- 


tion” in her best mock-sexy voice. 

The crowd roared on, and West — followed by a 
constant volley of photographers’ light flashes and 
clicks — stepped down to the orchestra to view her 
new film with her fans. 


The best story was behind the scenes, though, 
when Mae and her 78-year-old chauffeur — conjur- 
ing images of Sunset Boulevard — drove up In- 
terstate 5 one day early, oblivious to the fact that her 
reservation at the Mark Hopkins wouldn’t be ready 
until the next day.

invent new 
ski release 


DAVIS — A computerized 
ski-release binding that 
might reduce injuries while 
giving skiers more rigid 
control has won a national 
design award for two stu- 
dents at the University of 
California, Davis. 

The computer-controller 
is about the size of a 
cigarette pack and mounts 
on the surface of the ski be- 
hind the boot. 

Maury L. Hull, assistant 
professor of mechanical en- 
gineering at UC Davis and 
project coordinator, calls 
the students’ work “‘a sig- 
nificant step toward de- 
veloping a safer and more 
functional ski binding.” 
Hull says the prize-winning, 
computer-controlled bind- 
ing is the first of its type to 
be designed and laboratory 
tested. 

Kevin W. Allen and 
Donald C. Westwood re- 
cently received the top 
award from the American 
Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers (ASME) for design 
and construction of the re- 
lease binding. The students 
presented their project, 
which involved more than 
seven months of research 
and development in the de- 
sign laboratory at Davis, at 
the annual ASME National 
Design Symposium held in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota. 


Traditional mechanical gin 


bindings are intended to 
clamp the skier’s boot to the 
ski and to release the ski 
from the boot should injury 
to the skier’s leg become 
immiment. According to 
statistics cited by Hull, 90 
percent of skiing injuries to 
the leg are attributed to 
binding release malfunc- 
tion. This statistic repre- 
sents about 250,000 injuries 
annually in the United 
States. Even though new de- 
signs of purely mechanical 
bindings have appeared on 
the market, there has been 
no notable decrease in the 
injury rate. 

Students Allen and 
Westwood say that mechan- 
ical bindings have difficulty 
in protecting the skier 
adequately. In the industry, 
according to Westwood, the 
current design trend is to 
make the binding elastic so 
that it can absorb impact 
loads of skiing without re- 
lease. This is a disadvan- 
tage to the skier, however, 
because the lack of rigid at- 
tachment between the boot 


Waterfowl 
count up | 
this year 


ALBANY — Although un- 
seasonably warm weather 
again is delaying the migra- 
tion of waterfowl to winter- 
ing areas, duck populations 
in California have climbed 
well past the 3-million 
mark, the Department of 
be and Game reported to- 

ay. 


In the first of the season’s 
biweekly aerial surveys of 
key areas of the state, the 
DFG tallied 3,148,815 ducks 
and 240,285 geese. 


Compared with figures 
from the Gon capanding 
date last year, duck popula- 
tions were up 53 percent and 
those for geese 77 percent. 


“The warm fall weather is 
following the same pattern 
as last year,’’ said DFG 
waterfowl] coordinator 
Frank Kozlik, ‘‘so that the 
migration should be at com- 
parable levels.” 


This could mean, he said, 
that populations are actu- 
ally higher this year than 
ast. 


Kozlik had reported ear- 
lier that indications from 
the northern breeding 
prounds were that water- 
owl production had in- 
creased.

Commish 
outlines 
new regs 


YOUNTVILLE — The 
state Fish and Game Com- 
mission has announced 
proposed 1979 sport fishin; 
regulations that would, 
among other things: 

Reduce catfish limits at 12 
reservoirs, impose the 12- 
inch minimum length for 
black bass at two additional 
lakes, tighten restrictions 
on two wild trout streams 
and return most of the Trin- 
ity River to year-around 
trout and salmon angling. 

Commission action came 
Nov. 10in Redding f aboaing 
a hearing on Department 
Fish and Game and public 
recommendations for the 
rules affecting some 2,4 
million California sport 
fishermen. Also tentatively 
approved were 1979 regula- 
tions for amphibians, re- 
ptiles and invertebrates. 

Final iti te of regula- 
tions will take place Dec. 8 
in Los Angeles following a 
second hearing. : 

The daily bag and posses- 
sion limit for catfish would 
be cut from 10 to five in 
seven small, heavily used 
southern California reser- 
voirs. In five reservoirs op- 
erated by the East Bay Reg- 
ional Park District the limit 
would go from 10 to 10. 

Minimum lengths for 
black bass, now in effect on 
25 lakes and reservoirs 
would be extended to Del 
Valle Lake, Alameda 
County, and Perris Lake, 
Riverside County.

Certainly, conver- 
ion of a regular school entirely to our use, perhaps with 
other special uses, would be welcome,’’ Ms. Kojan said. 
Whatever the outcome, she is confident that the Ber- 
yeley Alternative School, the legacy of the federally 
funded $6 million Experimental School Program, is not 
facing oblivion. 
- «The district is giving us strong support. Our prog- 
ram and staff levels have not been cut despite Prop. 13 and 
declining revenues. This is largely due to special federal 
and state funding,” she said. 
“Although we lost five wonderful teachers during the 
jayolf period, the district rehired two of them and re- 
siaced the others with more-senior teachers who are also 
fine,’ she said. “ 
_ Ms. Kojan’s school is a consolidation of the three ex- 
srimental schools, survivors of the early 1970’s when 
piginally nearly 20 such schools were financed by the 
federal government. 
The consolidation includes the former Early Learning 
(enter, headed by Ms. Kojan, Kilimanjaro School for kin- 
dergarten through sixth grade, headed by Larry Fin- 
Jayson and Odyssey School, headed by Bill Collins. Both 
wlins and Finlayson have left the district. Finlayson is 
r suing a musical career and Collins is sailing the world, 
vith Berkeley one of his home ports. 


‘Taste tests’ due 
in schools 


BERKELEY—A special committee composed of pa- 
rents, students, staff and specialists are conducting 
taste tests” in the Berkeley schools’ consolidated 
afeterias in an effort toimprove menus and student pat- 
onage. 

There are 17 members appointed by Supt. Laval Wil- 
ison, and they will periodically eat with the regular stu- 
dents in the cafeterias and evaluate the menus and food. 
_ By mid-January, they are expected to recommend a 
“ser feedback”’ system for evaluating the food services 
program. ‘ 

Weekly meetings are being conducted under the 
'® chairmanship of Frank Fisher, Washington School prin- 
pal. 

The committee was formed as one of the district’s 
sponses to complaints from Childrens Center mothers 
about the quality of the food, 

In an effort to reduce the annual $300,000 loss from 
{ood services, the district earlier this year consolidated its 
kitchens (one of them serving only 25 meals per day) 
into five kitchens. Staff retraining has been one of. the 
major headaches, according to administrators. 

- The committee members include two teachers, both 
ftom the childrens centers. They are Betty McAfee of 
King Children Center and Mary Wainwright of Columbus 
(hildrens Center.
